FORECLOSURE ON PACIFIC

NMenolntion Anthorizing the Govern-
ment to Enter Procecdlngs.
WASHINGTON, Fab, 11.—8enator Petti-
groew has introduced a joint resslution di-
recting the secretdry of the treasury to fore-
close the governmeat llen upon the Unlon
Pacific and Kansas Pacifle railroads, and
pay the prior llen upon them and to then
take poxsesslon of the roads for the govern-
ment, The gecretiry is algo directed to pay
the floating debt of the railroad companien
and take up the stocks and bonde pledged
as security and to take pomiession of all the
government lands unsold, which arve held
by the roads., The secretary ls authorized
to issue 8 per cent coln bonds for the pur-
pose of carrying the resolution luto effect,

|  WASHINGTON, Feb, 11.—The senate today

Senator Blanchard, demoerat of Louislana,
then addressed the senate on the Montroe
lootrine:

Senator Blanchard strongly eommended the
president for the reasseriion, on an enlarged
basin, of the Monroe doctrine, and advo-
cated that It be glven the sanction of legls-
ative endorgement. He sald the time had
coame for smich a declaration by congress—
broad, bold, comprehensive, not made In
anger, or metneing, but firm, The sehator's
speech, while bold and firm, was In good
temper and evinced a spirit of  kindred
friendship and peace toward which he terimed

"Our  clisatlantic cousins,™ Amung other
things he sald:

"The United States (a8 expected to
stand sloof from entangling ulll-
ances with Europeans; we are to have, It

g2ems, nothing to do with European, Aslatle,
Afriean or Australian concerns. We have
heretofore stondily adhered to this line of
poliey,  Shut out of participation in European
pulitles, neithor asking nor heing invited to
take part jn the same, are we, too, to be
deprived of the right to prescribe and domi-
nate an American poliey? On this point the
people of the United States are capeclally
sensitive, And It {3 not confined to any sec-
tion or class of our peaple. It pervades all
alike; it Jeaps over party lines and rises
above party feeling. On hs Atlantic soa-
board, in the mortheast,, the caution of con-
servatism of capital and the fears of busi-
neas disturbance may for a moment stay
this feellng, but those who eount upon this
for the display of extreme forbearance on
our part may find themselves greatly (n
error. Go ask the people of the grout west
and those of the revivified and rapidly re-
ocuperating south and they wiil tell you that
the time has come for a broadening of the
seops of the Monroe doctrine and for a
much more enlarged application of L.
Seventy-three years ago, when this doctrine
wag firgt proclaimed, the population of the
United States was a little more than 9,000,000;
from 9,000,060 of people then we have multi-
plicd to 70,000,000, From meager resources
wa have plowed and planted, delved, mined
and commercod and manufactured, builded
and constructe aur way o an enormous
agrregate of wenlth,. We do not have io
make a demodstration on land or sea to
proclalm our power or mark our readiness
far war.

AMERICA'S INTERESTS INVOLVED,

“This republic Is not to act the big
brother to each turbulent or revolutionary
republlic or Island in the western hemls-

phere and convulse the world about matters
of far less importance than many that arise
In our own country, but It does behoove us
to proclalm a distinctive American policy—
a broad, comprehenslve poliey that includes
within its scope the three Amerleas—North,
Contral and South,

"“The United States stands at the head of
the American slsterhood of states. She has
an Interest at once direct and wvital in the
settlement of every question that can arlse
affecting any portion of the American contl-
nent, or any one of the free states on tha
continent. Indesd, she has an Interest in the
settlement of every natlonal or international
question that can arise In the westepn hemis-
phere. Nor does this positlon on our part
militate against the right’ of any govern-
ment to protect its cltizens in any part of
Ameriea, or to enforee payment of debts, or
to eclalm Indemnity for wrongs. The Mon-
rae doctrine, even In its present proposed en-
larged scope, [g not to be extended to inter-
fers with the business relations between the
American republics and Europe,

“We would not interfera if war broke out
and such countries were overrun by foreign
troops, But neither as the remlt of such
war, nor as the result of negotiation of treaty
can any European power acquire additlonal
territory In Amerlea,

“War waged by England or any
Europezan  power with South or Central
American countries on any just ground (s no
concern of ours, Only such war must not be
one of conquest. And the war ended, foreign
troops must, within a reascnable  time,
evacuate.

“The Central and South Amerlean statea
desiring our ald to preveht ncquisition
conquest of any of thelr territory by stronger
powers cannot object if we insigt that neither
shall they dispose of their territory to for-
eign powers by treaty or other negotintions,
It i» a poor rule that will not work both
ways."
